I deem tha t the 
right of the sta te to the water power 
thus created is unqualified, and tha t any 
attempt by private corporations to ap­ 
propriate this powTer should not be tol­ 
erated by the state. 
In relation to this matter, lt will be of 
advantage briefly to review various acts 
of the general assembly of Illinois which 
have relation to the construction and ad­ 
ministration of the Illinois and Michi­ 
gan canal.

The first act in relation to the Illinois 
and Michigan canal w*as passed by the 
legislature in 1829.

“ To enable said commissioners to a c­ 
complish the object herein contemplated, 
it shall be law’ful to enter and take and 
use any lands, water and streams neces­ 
sary for the prosecution of the work in­ 
tended by this a ct.”

In 1833, the legislatu re ab olished the of­ 
fice of canal commissioners, and on J a n ­ 
u ary 9, 1836, passed another 
act entitled, 
“ An act for the constru ction of the Illi­ 
nois and Michigan canal,” providing for 
a commission to take charge of the con­ 
stru ction of the canal. Section 16 of this 
act prescrib ed 
the 
dimensions of the 
canal and made ex press provision for the 
reservation of a strip 90 feet in width on 
either side, in order to provide for fu ­ 
tu re enlargement. 
On March 2, 1837, the legislatu re passed 
an act amending the act of Jan u ary 9, 
1838.

From this it clearly appears that it was 
tlar intention of the legislatu re to reserve 
b y the provisions of the acts of 1829 and 
1881 su ch rights, title and u se of the 
w’aters and stream s ru nning throu gh the 
canal lands as wou ld preclu de the per­ 
sons who shou ld pu rchase the same from 
claiming damages b y reason of the u se of 
said waters and streams b y the state. 
On Ju ly 21. 1837, the legislatu re passed 
fftill another act entttled. “ An Act to pro­ 
vide for the sale of canal lands and for 
other pu rposes,” 
which act au thorized 
the sale of canal lands su fficient to yield 
a retu rn of fou r hu ndred thou sand dol­ 
lars.” 
On Feb ru ary 26, 1839, an act was passed 
entitled, “ An Act to amend the several 
laws in relation to the Illinois and Michi­ 
gan Canal.” 
This act vvast as its title 
Indicates, an amendment of ail preced­ 
ing acts and covered not only provisions 
for the sale of lands, b u t for the Con­ 
stru ction of the canal. 
Section 2 of that 
act provides, in part, as follows: 
“ In all sales of lands and lots u nder 
the provisions of this act, the follow­ 
ing conditions sh ill b e annex ed and shall 
compose part of the contract.” 
The provisions 
referred to contained 
the following: 
“ Fifth. That a violation of any one 
of 
the conditions of sale shall w*ork a for­ 
feitu re of all the rights acqu ired b y the 
pu rchaser.” 
“ Ninth. That no stream of water pass­ 
ing throu gh the canal lands shall pass 
hv a sale so as to deprive the state of 
the u se of su ch water to su pply the canal, 
withou t charge for the same.” 
"Tenth. 
Lands situ ated u pon streams 
wfilch have b een meandered by su rveys 
of pu b lic lands b y the United States, 
shall b e considered as b ou nded b y the 
lines of those su rveys and not by the 
stream s.” 
Section 17 of said act reads as follows: 
“ No damage shall 
be allowed to any 
person for the u se of water In any river 
or streana the b ed of w’hich or some part 
thereof does not b elong to the claimant, 
nor for the use of w*ater in any stream, 
wrhether navtgab le or not, if the bound­ 
aries of the lands 
throu gh 
which it 
passes are fix ed by land mark* and not 
b y the stream Itself.” 
“ Section 
18. 
Island* 
and 
lnundatad 
lands situated within the section* of land 
granted to the state b y the United States, 
shall be deemed occupied and held a s 
canal lands,” 
Sa le of Ca na l La nd« . 
The statu te of 1839 was an amendment 
of all prior acts arid the terms 
And con­ 
ditions therein contained affecting the 
sales of canal lands b ecame the terms 
and 
conditions of all sales thereafter 
made u ntil and u nless changed by sub­ 
sequ ent acts, 
j 
Several other acts were passed 
by the 
legislatu re su b sequ ent to the one last 
i cited and 
preceding 
the 
act 
of 
1843. 
From these I deem it u nnecessary tq 
I qu ote. On Feb ru ary 21, 1843. the leglsla-, 
tu re passed an act a ith« *riziff||*,|li« nego* 
Illinois, and we can u nderstand the im­ 
portance atached to its provisions with 
respect to navigation b y reference to the 
fact that Nathaniel Pope, the territorial 
delegate to congress wh -n ou r state was 
admitted to the u nion, su cceeded in hav­ 
ing the northern b ou ndary line of the 
state shifted 60 miles northw ard to its 
present location, in order, among oth*-r 
reasons. J liat a great transcontinental 
waterwray might b e developed within the 
confines of a single state. 
In this connection, attention 
may be 
called, also, to the practice’ of the office 
of the su rveyors general of the federal 
government. The instructions a lwa ys giv­ 
en by the official heads of this depar

It will be seen from the act of 1843 that, 
as to the powers conferred 
upon the 
board of trustees, they were expressly 
made the same a s those conferred upon 
the canal commissioners by the act of 
J anuary 9, 1836, 
and 
all 
a cts 
supple­ 
mentary 
and 
amendatory 
thereto. As 
to 
the 
powers 
conferred 
upon 
the 
others, 
the 
sale of lands) 
were defined In part, 
by the a ct of 
Febraury 26, 1839, 
which 
provided that 
as 
to sales 
of lands bordering 
upon 
streams meandered in the United States 
surveys of public lands, that such lands 
“ shall be considered a s bounded by the 
lines of those surveys and not by the 
stream s,” the title to the beds of streams 
no more passed under such sa les by the 
trustees than under sales by the canal 
commissioners. The powers of the canal 
commissioners, as defined by 
the act 
of 1S36 and subsequent acts, were express­ 
ly transferred to and imposed upon the 
trustees by the a ct of >843. In my opin­ 
ion, it can by no means be successfully 
maintained that because the state, under 
the act of 1S43, conveyed to the trustees 
all the title in the canal lands of which 
it was itself possessed, that the trus­ 
tees thus became empowered to part with 
the same, relieved of the limitations Im­ 
posed by previous a cts of which the act 
of 1843 was an amendment. 
It seems to 
me that the meander line provision of the 
act of 1839 was as much in force after 
the passage of the act of 1839 as before, 
and affected sa les under the latter act. 
W hilst the meander line provision could 
not, of course, prevent the sta te from 
conveying the title to the beds of various 
streams running through the canal lands 
it did prevent the trustees a s a gents of 
the sta te and exercising the powers of 
the canal commissioners, from conveying 
them to private grantees. 
The question 
is not what title did the state convey 
to the trustees, but w*hat title did the 
sta te empower the trustees to convey to 
their grantees? 
Title Re ma ins with Sta te . 
The conclusion reached, therefore, is 
that under the deed made by the trustees 
in 1860 to Charles Toyer and subsequent­ 
ly transferred by him to the Economy 
Light and Power company, title was con- 
veved to the meander line only, and that 
the title to the bed of the stream at that 
point remained ln the state. 
In a ddition to this, how ever, there 
ha ve been a ssigned to the Econom y 
Light and Pow er com pa ny a certa in 
a greefhent and lea se, secured by H a r­ 
old S. Griswold from the ca na l com ­ 
m issioners on Septem ber 2, 1904. These 
instrum ents, 
ta ken 
together, 
are 
deemed by the a ttorney genera l to con­ 
stitu te a lea se for 20 yea rs of the la nds 
described in one of the 
instrum ents 
subject to the term s and a greem ents 
m entioned in the other. 
The consider­ 
a ta lo« paid for this 20-yea r lea se w a s 
$ 2.700. 
Under the rights cla im ed 
by 
virtue of these Instrum ents and 
the 
deed from Toyer a bove mentioned, the 
Ecotiomy L ight and 
Power 
company 
has entered ypon the work of .con­ 
structing a dam a t Dresden H eights, 
with a view to the developm ent of w a ­ 
ter power. 
An idea of the va lue of the wa ter 
pow*er w*hich is cla im ed by the E con­ 
omy Light and Pow*ar company under 
the Instrum ents m entioned 
may 
be 
ga thered from the follow ing fa cts and 
estim a tes. 
Pos s ible Hors e Powe r. 
The a va ila ble fa ll a t the point where 
the dam is under construction is 16 
feet. 
This fa ll writh a flow of 300,000 
cubic feet per m inute through the sa n i­ 
ta ry ca na l (the lega l flow*) w ill devel­ 
op 9,088 gross, or 6.816 net, horse pow ­ 
er. which, a t $ 25 per horse power per 
annum, gives a gross a nnua l income 
of $ 170.400; w ith a flow of 600.000 cubic 
feet per m inute (the maximum lega l 
flow under present conditions) 18,176 
gross, or 13,632 net horse power, pro­ 
viding a gross a nnua l income of $ 340,- 
000; w ith 840,000 cubic feet per m inute 
(the maximum flow which w ill even t­ 
ua lly preva il). 25.454 gross 
or 
19,091 
net horse power, worth 
per 
annum 
gross $ 477,275. 
These estim a tes cover 
the cost of m a intena nce and opera tion, 
lea ving a s the only deduction to 
be 
made from the gross a nnua l income 
here given the interest on the cost of 
construction. 
E stim a ting this cost at 
$ 2.000,000, five per cent, a nnua l interest 
payment would be $ 100,000, lea ving, at 
the maximum figures a bove given $ 377,- 
275 a s the net a nnua l Income. 
This 
would be equiva lent to Interest upon 
an a dditiona l investm ent of $ 7,545,500. 
In view of the m a gnitude of 
the 
property rights acquired from the cana l 
com m issioners. $ 2,700, I believe 
tha t 
w ithou t in any w a y im pea ching the 
b ona fides of this tra nsa ction, the ina d­ 
eq u acy of the considera tion would of 
itself be fou nd by our courts a sufficient 
ground for rescinding the 
contra cts. 
Sim ila r a ction has a lrea dy been ta ken 
by the courts of our sta te ln the ca se of 
Macoupin County vs. People. 58 111., 
191, and ln the very recent ca se 
of 
Beall vs. Dinginan, 227 111., 294v 
In the la tter ca se it w a s held tha t 
where, under a ll the circum sta nces of 
the ca se, a gross Inadequacy of con­ 
sidera tion appeared, a sa le by a tru s­ 
tee would be set a side. 
Trus te e s of the Sta te . 
In the tra nsa ction here ln question, 
the ca na l com m issioners were trustees 
of the sta te; the public is th® benefi­ 
cia ry of the trust, and if ina dequa cy 
of considera tion be ground for a void­ 
ing a sale by a private trustee, a for­ 
tiori is it a sufficient ground w hen Mie 
sta te Is the beneficia ry? 
It Is true tha t in the ca se of B ea l; vs. 
Dingman, know ledge of the Inadequacy 
of considera tion w a s brought hom e to 
the trustees and the purcha ser a t the 
sa le. 
But the elem ent of know ledge, 
I ta ke It. is not a bsent from the tra n s­ 
a ction by which the lea se w a s secu red 
by Harold F. Griswold. 
In this con 
nection Sic a ttention of the general 
a ssem bly may be called to the 
fact 
th a t a s a ppea rs from a circu lar of the 
Roya l Trust com pa ny of Chicago, pu b ­ 
lished in 1906, the Economy Light and 
Power com pany placed u pon the m ar­ 
ket $2,000,000 in bonds and listed 
as 
one of the properties to 
be developed 
with the funds secu red through 
the 
sa le of said b onds, the water power a t 
Dresden H eights. 
In a letter of the Econom y 
Light 
j, and Pow*er company addressed ta the 
Roya l Trust com pa ny this Is estim a ted 
a t 8.000 horse pow*er w ith an earning 
ca pa city of $ 280,000 per annum. 
The developm ent of this grea t w a ter 
power could not ha ve 
been 
effected 
w ithout the lea sehold righ ts acquired 
from the canal commissioners, and the 
dispa rity in va lue betw een the rights 
secured and 
th® 
considera H on 
paid 
therefor is so grea t tha t it is my opin­ 
ion. upon the a uthority of the ca ses 
cited, the contra ct of lea se can be s e | 
a side for ina dequa cy of consi dera tion 
It follow s from the contentions pre­ 
viously made herein tha t the title ta 
the bed of the D espla ines river a t D res­ 
den H eights rem a ins in the sta te, tha t 
the w a ter power a t tha t point belongs 
to 
the 
« tate. 
As 
all water

flow ing pa st his land, w ithout dim in­ 
ution or a ltera tion. 
The question arising upon this sta te of 
facts and law* is: Does this right of the 
ripa ria n ow ner in the w a ter na tura lly 
flowing past his land a tta ch to an Incre­ 
m ent of th e strea m , when such incre­ 
ment ha% been added thereto by the 
sta te a s incident to a com prehensive 
plan for the im provem ent of na viga tion 
and its necessary concomitant, the 
de­ 
velopm ent of w a ter power? 
In the case of Kaukauna Co., r. Green 
Bay, etc.. Canal, 142 U. S. 264, the su­ 
preme court say: 
“ * 
• 
• If in the erection of a pub­ 
lic dam for a recognized public purpose 
there Is necessarily produced a surplus of 
water, which may properly be used to t 
manufacturing purposes, 
there 
is 
no 
sound reason w*hy the sta te may not re­ 
tain to itself the power of controlling or 
disposing of such water as an incident 
of Its right to make such improvement. 
Indeed, it might become very necessary 
to retain the disposition of it in its own 
hands, in order to preserve a t a ll times 
a sufficient supply for the purposes of 
navigation. If the riparian owners are a l­ 
lowed to tap the pond at different places 
and draw* off water for their own use, 
serious consequences may arise, not only 
in connection with the public demand for 
the purposes of navigation, but betw*een 
the riparian owners them selves as to the 
proper proportion each was entitled to 
dra w,-controversies which can only be 
avoided by the sta te reserving to itself 
the immediate supervision of the entire 
supply. As there is no need of the sur­ 
plus running to waste, there w*as nothing 
objectionable in permitting the sta te to 
let out the use of it to private parties and 
thus re-imburse itself for the expense of 
the improvement.” 
It is true that the case of Druley v. 
Adams, 102 Illinois, 177, contains expres­ 
sions adverse to the proposition tha t the 
sta te may artificially increase th# volume 
of water in a river and control the wa ­ 
ter power which may be developed there­ 
by as a gainst riparian owners. 
It is to 
be observed, how*ever, that the questions 
passed upon in that case are not pre­ 
cisely the same as w’ould be raised in 
the event the sta te should assume the 
ownership and control of the water pow­ 
er developed a s incident to a comprehen­ 
sive scheme for the extension and im­ 
provement of navigation. 
It w ill, be observed that the opinion 
refers to the water there in question as 
"abandoned water” which has 
passed 
beyond the possibility of control by the 
Individual who added it to the natural 
stream. Having passed the boundaries of 
his riparian property he could, of course, 
have no further property right therein 
or control thereof. But where a state, as 
part of one comprehensive scheme, de­ 
vises works which w*ill accomplish the 
several objects of improving navigation, 
developing water power and controlling 
the same as developed, the doctrine of 
abandonment and loss of control would 
have no application. 
The decision of Druley v. Adams seems 
to recognize and point out this precise 
distinction. On page 204 the court says: 
“ The a cts w*ere discontinued ih point 
of time and disconnected 
in 
purpose. 
Appellant’s water power was obtained by 
him from the board of canal commission­ 
ers long subsequent to the deepening of 
the Summit level and for aught that is 
disclosed in this record it was not even 
thought of while 
that 
work 
was 
ln 
progress, nor until some time after its 
completion. 
“ This agreement with the Havens, It 
has been seen, shows, at least tha t at 
that time the creation of such water 
power was not in view, and the stipula­ 
tion of » he parties discloses 
no such 
facts. The act of April 16, 1863, under 
which the city of Chicago deepened the 
Summit level, discloses no such purpose. 
It shows that, so far as the city of Chi­ 
cago wa s concerned, the sole purpose 
was to purify or cleanse the Chicago 
river.” 
This case, therefore, though, as stated, 
containing language which may be urged 
as adverse to the contention of the sta te 
as to the ownership of water power to be 
developed as an Incident of waterway 
construction, Is ea sily differentiated from 
such a case as might arise in reference 
to such contention. On the other hand, 
the case of Kaukana Co. v. Green Bay 
etc., Canal, previously cited seems clear­ 
ly to sustain in such contention.

mated. In order to secure approval of 
this amendment by the people, it Is es­ 
sential tha t the water power developed 
through the expenditure of the $ 20,000,000 
therein provided for, should be owned and 
contrqlled by the state; so tha t th# sta te 
may be recouped for its expenditure, and 
that a fund may be created for the 
further development and extension of an 
internal waterway system . I deem that 
lt is now time for the sta te to formulate 
and declare such a policy with reference 
to its water courses tha t their develop­ 
ment herafter will not be unnecessarily 
complicated by questions of private own­ 
ership.

William Rathje was b orn in Rodewald, 
Hanover, 
Germany, Octob er 13, 1833. 
He was the son of Freidrich and Sophia 


( n 
e e Froehlich) Rathje. 
Af the age of 
13 he emigrated 
alone to the United 
States, where he was followed two years 
later b y his father. He first took u p his 
ab ode with Marshall 
B. Lester, near 
W ooddale, in Addison township, where 
he worked on a farm du ring the su mmer 
and attended school in winter, laying the 
foundation for his fu tu re career. 
In 1848 
he settled with his father and two b roth­ 
ers on a farm in Bloomingdale township, 
where he lived u ntil 1888. 
He was married in 1862 to Miss Lou isa 
Ehlers, this u nion b eing b lessed with 
ten children: Caroline, who died in in­ 
fancy, Emma, Fied A., S. Lou is, W illiam 
JM Wilb elmine, Bertha, Anna, who died 
in’the year 1897, at the age of twenty, 
Sophia and Franklyn. 
At the age of 21 he had the misfortu ne 
to lose his right arm while operating a 
threshing machine. 
Being disab led for 
farm work, he devoted the greater part 
of his life to a pu b lic and b u siness career 
He served the town of Bloomingdale as a 
memb er of the b oard of su pervisors 17 
years and as a ju stic of the peace 30 years 
From 1880 to 1888 he was particu larly in­ 
stru m ental in the development and settle­ 
m ent of the fertile plains of Sou thern 
Minnesota and Northern Iowa.

The wheel tax bill enabling cities in 
Illino is to levy a tax on all vehicles to

Peoria office: 
Positions secured in 
1905, 6,800; 1906, 10,500; 
1907, (to 
date of report) 10,200. 
The figures in 1907 in each case are 
for ten months, Indicating that b y the 
end of the fiscal year the numb er of 
positions secured will b e far in ex­ 
cess of last year. 
The South » ide Chicago office has 
the lead in the numb er of applications 
and in positions secured. While these 
figures are impressive enough in them­ 
selves they do not represent the en­ 
tire scepe of the 
work 
performed 
through the free employment offices. 
Hundreds of applications for infor­ 
mation which result, indirectly, in se­ 
curing positions for unemployed men 
are made every year. As there is no 
means of ascertaining the results ob ­ 
tained through this information there 
!s no record of It, b ut those in charge 
of the work understand its value. As 
the goneral pub lic gets b etter acq uaint­ 
ed with the employment offices appli­ 
cations for Information b ecome more 
freq uent and the work is extended. 
Big Increase 
in Applicatio ns. 
In the last annual report made to the 
governor it was shown that in a year 
there had b een a gain of 12,116 in the 
numb er of persons registered for em­ 
ployment. 
The numb er of positions 
secured was 53,617. 
The year previ­ 
ous the numb er was 39,598, showing a 
gain for the year of 14,019. 
While 
this marked increase 
appeared 
for 
those seeking employment 
it 
was 
shown there had b een a greater In­ 
crease in the demand from employers 
for help. The increase in applications 
from employers was 16,331. 
In com­ 
menting upon the figures the report 
says: 
“These numb ers, of course, repre­ 
sent only the persons whose names 
are enrolled on the b ooks, while in ad­ 
dition, there are perhaps many times 
the numb er who call at these offices 
and ask numerous q uestions. 
So it 
will b e evident that the persons in 
charge of these offices are kept b usy 
during all of the office hours of each 
day.” 
The report says that some criticism 
has b een made in different q uarters 
that persons applying for employment 
at the state free offices are not of a 
skilled class. 
This is declared to b e 
erroneous and attention is called to 
classifications of 
occupations 
which 
are shown in a complete tab ulation of 
the office records. An examination of 
the tab les discloses the fact that com­ 
mon lab orers are b y no means the 
only persons securing assistance from 
the free employment agencies. 
It is 
shown in one tab le that of the males 
registered during the year for posi­ 
tions In such occupations classed as 
clerical, 
commercial, 
professional, 
trades and transportations, 6,372 were 
secured positions, 
for females in the 
same occupations, excepting transpor­ 
tation, positions 
were 
secured 
for 
7,092, who are engaged in occupations 
demanding 
more 
or 
less 
trained 
ab ility. 
Wo rk fo r Paro led Co nv icts. 
The report gives particular atten­ 
tion to the 
work 
of 
employment 
agencies 
in 
securing positions for 
paroled convicts who desire to reform 
and make a new' start in life. 
In this 
connection it says: 
“The wholesome influence such of­ 
fices are capab le of exerting upon so 
ciety has b een demonstrated in the 
facilities they have furnished to cer­ 
tain unfortunate classes ofc the com­ 
munity. 
Gov. Deneen, b elieving that 
the humanitarian side of this work 
could b e improved upon, urged that 
special attention b e given to securing 
homes and employment 
for 
paroled 
onvicts. 
Men who have b een pun- 
1sji u for b reaking the law are entitled 
upon their release to have an eq ual 
chance with others to earn an honest 
living. 
This is usually denied them 
b rar-se of a false pub lic sentiment 
that Mtch unfortunates are no longer 
worthy of confidence and respect, 
**As a result of this many offenders, 
instead of b eing encouraged in 
their 
intentions to lead 
b etter 
lives, are 
driven into criminal careers. 
Society 
is interested in the improvement of 
all its memb ers, particularly the weak­ 
er ones who 
have 
surrendered 
to 
teriiptations. 
If the machinery of the 
state is to b e employed, in some In- 


it&nces at great expense, to secure 
the conviction 
and 
punishment 
of 
those who violate its laws, surely it is 
not expecting too much that some ef­ 
fort should b e made to effect their' 
reformation. 
Acting upon Gov. De- 
aeen’s recommendations, the work o f 
Ob taining employment for paroled con­ 
victs was assumed b y th e superintend; 
ent of the south side office, William If. 
Cruden, under whose competent ma% 
Hgement a notab le degree of succesf 
has b een reached.

T hat, a‘s some persons rashly 
assum ed, w as the high w ater m ark, 
which never could l» e exceeded and 
w hich we could scarcely hope perm an­ 
ently to m aintain. 
B ut in August that 
record w as suri» as*ed, w ith 1,247,404 
yards, and people said tha t surely was 
the clim ax of efficiency. W hen another 
m onth cam e around, however, Septem ­ 
ber bobbed up sererenly w ith the new 
reyord of 1,481,307 yards, capping the 
clim ax In fine style. 
Aud now’ here 
con&s the October record of 1,844,471 
yards, w hich puts, as Kipling says, the 
gilded dome 011 the cap of the climax. 
Ami October is the rainiest m onth of 
all the y e a r ! 
Ju st how’ m uch fu rthe r this clim ax 
capping business is to go it would be 
rash to estim ate. 
Scarcely any degree 
of progress seems impossible or even 
im probable under the present efficient 
and 
inspiring 
adm inistration. 
East 
m onth 
there 
w as excavated 
about 
tw ice as much as in the whole year 
1905, and m ore than half as much as 
in the whole year 1906. 
Moreover, this 
achievem ent has been m ade in the ra in ­ 
iest part of the year, in cuttings where 
the proportion of rock is increasing 
there is now 70 j>er cent of rock and 
only 30 of e a rth—and w ithout any com­ 
m ensurate increase In the num ber of 
w orkm en employed.

13 CREMATED IN A NEW YORK 
CITY TENEMENT FIRE. 


A rso n P lo t S uspected as C ause of 
D eadly B laze in C row ded 
I ta lia n Q u arter. 


T hirteen persons are dead and seven 
injured in a fire tha t sw ept through 
the five-story tenem ent, 2121 Second 
avenue, near One H undred and N inth 
street, New York. Flam es shot through 
the roof and caused an outpouring of 
all the people in the neighboring tene­ 
m ents.

W orkers in the field of photography 
claim that an instrum ent has been de­ 
vised which, with the aid of a powerful 
microscopic apparatus, can make use of 
ultra-violet light to photograph objects 
too small to be seen with ordinary mag 
uifying devices. 
The use of photography 
is necessitated by the facts that ultra­ 
violet rays, though they do not affect 
the eye, easily impress a sensitized platt 
or film. 
Thus the new process actually 
employs invisible rays to reveal invisible 
objects. 
A w riter in H arper’s Magazine, 
calling attention to this process, says that 
one of its advantages is that by means of 
it protoplasm and microscopic animal* 
and plants may be studied very advan­ 
tageously while in the living condition. 
W ith visible light protoplasm is so nearly 
transparent and homogeneous that much 
of its structure cannot be seen, while 
in ultra-violet light the various constitu­ 
ents of protoplasm show varying degree« 
of translu cenoy, so that they may be seen 
and photographed as clearly as if they 
had been stained. 
He further says: 
“There is no prospect that by the use of 
this light molecules or smaller constitu­ 
ents of m atter may b e ever seen or photo­ 
graphed. 
These lie far beyond the reach 
of even the ultra-violet microscopic; but 
there is good reason to hope that it may, 
among other things, reveal vital element» 
hitherto unknown or 
but 
imperfectly 
seen; and that its invention may mark aa 
great an advance in microscopy as did the 
production of the homogeneous immersion 
lens.” *

At an early stage o f the Jo urney 
Lieu tenant Castner and the two so l­ 
diers had lo st their firearms and blan­ 
kets while flo ating o n a raft do wn a 
stream . 
A lo w tree had brushed the 
members o f the party and all their ef­ 
fects into the deep river. 
They were 
lucky to save a few 
matches 
with 
which to start a fire. The sho es o f the 
o fficer and so ldiers had beco me wo rn to 
shreds, and they fo und it necessary to 
strip themselves o f part o f their clo th­ 
ing with which to bandage their feet. 
The so les and o ther parts o f their 
feet became a mass o f running so res. 
The party started o ut with do gs and 
sleds to carry their baggage, but the 
do gs perished fo r lack o f fo o d, sho rt­ 
ly after cro ssing the mo untain range. 
Once o n the Yuko n, the two so ldiers 
decided they had had eno ugh o f ex ­ 
plo ring, and jo ined so me tro o ps a sho rt 
distance away. Captain Castner, being 
o f adventuro us dispo sitio n, 
fo und 
a 
Canadian who wo uld acco mpany him 
up the Yuko n, so they started o n their 
tram p o n the Ice to the mo uth o f the 
river. 
It was o n this Jo urney th at a 
reco rd o f twenty-six miles a day was 
made. 
Upo n his arrival at Skagway, 
o n the western co ast, o n Feb. 24, 1899, 
Lieutenant Castner was info rmed th at 
the go vernment was o rganizing a re­ 
lief ex peditio n to search fo r him.— 
Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Primary 
Bill 
L« *e« . 
By a vo te o f 83 to 34 the Ho use Tues­ 
day night refused to ado pt the repo rt o f 
the jo int co nference o n the Oglesby direct 
primary bill. 
The measure no w go es to 
ano ther co nference, which will have to 
face the task o f drafting a bill that will 
satisfy the Demo crats and pro ve accept­ 
able to the Republicans. 
When the re­ 
po rt struggled o ut o f co nference x uesday 
mo rning the presidential electo rs and na­ 
tio nal delegates had been stricken o ut 
and a co nventio n system had been insert­ 
ed, which apparently was satisfacto ry so 
far as it went. 
The co nferees, ho wever, 
had failed to put in a pro visio n giving 
electo rs the right to cast an adviso ry vo te 
o n President, and, altho ugh the Demo ­ 
crats in caucus decided to suppo rt the 
measure as a party under pro test, the 
o missio n pro ved sufficient to divert many 
vo tes that o therwise might 
have 
been 
co unted in the affirmative. The defectio n 
o n the part o f the Ihuno crats. added to 
the adverse o r “silent” vo te o t Republi­ 
can members who were against the meas­ 
ure, cut the po ll do wn to a po int far be­ 
lo w the two -thirds majo rity o f 102 vo tes 
necessary to ado pt the repo rt, and in co n­ 
sequence the wo rk no w has to be do ne 
o ver again. 
The sessio n, which lasted 
until midnight in the Ho use, was spectac­ 
ular in the ex treme. 
Early « n the even­ 
ing the Senate by a vo te o f 41 to 4 ado pt­ 
ed the repo rt, and the memo ers o f the 
upper branch then flo cked into the lo wer 
chamber to see the Representatives per­ 
fo rm. 
After it was o ver they wandered 
fo rth with sadness written all o ver their 
faces. 


W heel Tux Bill l» a*« e* House. 
The wheel tax bill enabling cities in 
Illino is to levy a tax o n all vehicles to 
get funds fo r repairing streets and alleys 
was passed by the Ho use o f Representa­ 
tives Tuesday by a vo te o f 104 r0 13. At­ 
tached to the bill is an emergency clause, 
so that it will beco me effective immedi­ 
ately upo n appro val by Go v. Deneen. 1 he 
measure was drafted at the tequest o f 
Mayo r Busse o f Chicago to enable that 
city to have a new so urce o f revenue fo r 
maintaining the paved streets o n which 
guamutees will begin to ex pire nex t yeat. 
The measure was intro duced by Senato r 
Gardner as an amendment to the cities 
and villages act and was passed by-the 
upper ho use befo re the recess. 
Repre­ 
sentative David E. Shanahan champio ned 
the measure o n the flo o r o f the lo wer 
ho use, and by a vigo ro us fight managed 
to secure the two -thirds majo rity neces­ 
sary to include the emergency clause.

She also 
sho o k hands with the wo men priso ners. 
Mre. Ro madka’s departure takes fro m the 
jail in Chicago the last o f lo ur wo men 
who se lives have attracted great attentio n 
recently. 
Meeting w’ithin its co nfines the 
fo ur became fast friends. They were Ro se 
Haines, daughter o f a wealthy pio neer, 
who was accused o f » tealing diamo nds 
fro m her friends; Etta McLean, charged 
with purlo ining federal go vernment pa­ 
pers; Mrs. Sladek, accused o f murdering 
her mo ther, and Mrs. Ro madka, charged 
with burglary. Of the fo ur Mrs. Ro mad­ 
ka is the o nly o ne wrho left the jail 
fo t further punishment. 
Miss Haines 
was paro led to wealthy relatives, Mis. 
Sladek was fo und no t guilty by a jury, 
and Miss McLean was permitted to re­ 
turn to her ho me in Bo sto n.
